“Oh yes,” she replied, a quick smile 
lighting up her chocolate brown eyes.

He wrote 
one letter from Berm uda 011 May 1 
of last year, saying as I recall the 
w ords: ‘If you are as glad to see me 
as I am to see you it will be a real

Her voice softened as she told oi 
rom antic days spent w ith M archand 
on the reservation. For years she had 
been a hard working girl, toiling long 
hours on the farm w ith her fath er, 
and knew nothing of the outside world 
and its am usem ents. 
“T was ill of tuberculosis,** Lila said. 
“I used to go to the doctor seven 
miles away tor treatm ent, Mr. M arch­ 
and often took me by autom obile to 
the doctor's. 
The first tim e his wife 
was along and she accom panied us on 
several trips. 
“T hen he and I began going on this 
trip alone. 
We became friendly. 
He 
would park his car in th e woods at 
sundow n and w*e would sit contentedly 
in the back seat.”

Council insists upon continuing its ac- * 
tion of petty selfishness, those same 
buildings will be vacant and w eather 
beaten before m any m onths, an eye­ 
sore on one of New Castle's streets of 
great potential beauty. 
For the Council has had erected a 
fence between the garages and the 
street in an effort to force the a p a rt­ 
m ent house owner into purchasing the 
narrow useless strip of land owned 
by the City between his lot and the 
thoroughfare. 
The results—motorists 
renting the garages are unable to get 
tneir m achines in and out of the 
buildings and are threatening to va- j 
cate.

castle is so proud 
There is little hope that the Coun­ 
cil can be persuaded to remove the 
fence. Secure in the knowledge of its 
greatness, that body has rejected the 
plea of the apartm ent house land­ 
lord for relief 
But we feel that the residents of 
New Castle should have called to their 
attention this blasphemy on» nature 
erected at the corner of Ray and East 
W ashington streets, so th a t when they ; 
go to the polls next election they can 
vote for men boasting civic pride rath - , 
er than for Councilmen who bow to 
the god of cheap trickery and sm ear 
unsightly scars across the face of a 
City th a t is trying to better itself.

New Air Code 
To Be Drafted 
At Race Meet

CHICAGO, M arch 20 —The most 
im portant parley on air regulations 
as yet attem pted in tlie United States 
will be held in this city next August 
in conjunction with the annual n a ­ 
tional flying races and exposition. 
The chief aim will be to promote 
unified control of air traffic and in- , 
directly to reduce the num ber of a r 
clashes through 
stricter 
regulation 
and supervision of flying. Legislators 
and air leaders from every state in 
the Union wall participate in the hud­ 
dle. 
The conference will be spon - 
ored by the air law institute of N orth­ 
western University, the aerial navi­ 
gation commission of the State of II- 
liiois. the Chicago 
Association 
of 
Commerce and the Chicago aero com­ 
mission. 
It will, to some extent be1 an oif- 
shoot on a broader '■(Me of the m id­ 
west air parley held recently at Mil­ 
waukee chapter oi the National Aero- 
natical association, attending by leg­ 
islators. operators and air law experts 
lrom eleven central states. 
The consensus of opinion there v a.c 
th a t air transportation is essentia 11;. 
interestate. 
To be practical an a ir­ 
line must stretch over long distances, 
it w’as pointed out and beyond th»- 
boundaries of states. 
On this basis 
they urged a unified code for avia­ 
tion so th a t planes flying over sev­ 
eral states in a day or night may be1 
controlled by one sim ilar legal set of 
rules, thus avoiding the confusion now 
existing in rule> regulating auto traf- 
fic. 
The legislators recommended that 
the state codes fellow closely the ted- 
eral laws as developed by the aero­ 
nautics branch of the departm ent of 
commerce for regulating airports fly­ 
ers and air traffic.

(International News Service) 
WASHINGTON, March 20.—Revival 
of war time methods of mobilizing the 
people of the nation for enforcement 
and observance of prohibition was 
proposed before the house judiciary 
committee today by Daniel C. Roper,

That is the next 
adventure planned 
by 
Sir Hubert 
George Wilkins, internationally fa- 
moiLS explorer, w h o returned to New 
York Wednesday from his Antarctic 
expedition. 
His exploits have been briefly re­ 
ported by radio and today he told the 
thrilling story in more detail. 
Summarized, Sir Hubert’s accom­ 
plishments on the Antarctic trip in­ 
cluded; 
Discovery of seas where the Antarc­ 
tic continent had been charted on 
maps heretofore. 
Discovery of five new Antarctic is­ 
lands, as yet unnamed. 
Discovery of the fact that Charcot- 
land, believed to have been a penin­ 
sula. is an island, a fact that pushes 
the heretofore accepted coastline of 
Antarctica back eight full degree.s of 
latitude, and remakes the old accept­ 
ed coast line completely for 1200 miles. 
Discovery that no life exists in the 
frozen south pole zones except bird 
life and seals—unlike the Arctic re­ 
gions. 
“I intend to complete my maps and 
report the discoveries to the American 
Geographical society today.” Captain 
Wilkins declared, "and continue sub­ 
mitting of our proofs until they have 
all the required data.”
